Note:  These  extraordinary  coverlets  derive  from  Louisiana  and 
are  reputed  to  have  been  made  in  New  Orleans,  probably  for  a pri- 
vate chapel  or  convent;  the  work  differs  markedly  from  that  of  the 
Colonial  quilt-makers  and  suggests  the  fingers  of  a Creole  woman.  The 
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inscription,  which  may  be  translated  "Dedicated  to  the  Holy  Year  1825", 
would  seem  to  give  the  correct  date  of  manufacture,  as  the  year  1825  was 
so  designated  by  Rome.  The  detail  of  the  needlework  is  extraordinarily 
diverse  and  arresting  in  its  naivete,  the  costuming  of  the  figures  follow- 
ing the  traditional  Scriptural  pictures  rather  than  that  of  any  particular 
region.  An  index  to  the  subjects  will  be  given  to  the  purchaser.
